Glass Bombs Filled With Nitro-Glycer. 
ine Used—Arrest of the Two Nihilists 
£The Czar's Death Sed. 


Lonpon, March 14.—All accounts 
of the Czar’s assassination agree as to 
the tollowing facts: The Czar was re- 
turning in w covered carriage from the 
Michae! Palace at 11 a. M. with his 
brotherfthe Grand Duke Michael. His 
escort consisted of a quarter troop of 
Cossacks, and several officers of the 
househo!d accompanied him in sleighs. 
As the carriage was passing along the 
banks of the Ekat Rinopky canal, im- 
mediately opposite the Imperial sta- 
bles, a bomb was thrown by a man 
who was standing behind a kuot of 
pedestrians who had stopped to see 
the Emperor go by. It exp'oded 
right under the body of the carriage, 
the splinters flying across the street, 
but doing no injury beyond tearing 
away the back part of the carriage.

twenty persons were more or less in- 
jured. The whole city is in deep 
mourning. 

DEATH OF THE CZAR. 


The Czar was carried into the Win- 
ter Palace on & litter. Besides the 
surgeons in ordivary, the most skilled 
mén in the city were present, but the 
case was hopeless. His left leg was 
fearfully shaftered, the greater portion 
of the foot and ankle having been 
blown off, and his right leg was nearly 
torn from his body. He was sensible, 
with brief intervals of unconscious- 
nese; to the last. He had lost an en- 


shock utterly prostrated him. The 
doctors’ efforts to rally him were fruit- 
less. At 1:30 p. m. the Imperial family 
were summoned to the bedside, where 
the prayers for the dying were being 
said by the Greek Patriarch and 
clergy. The leave-taking is said to 
have been most touching. The Czar 
kissed them all and gave them his 
blessing. He bere the agony of his 
wounds with heroic fortitude.

While he was drawing his fur 
cloak about him a second bomb was 
thrown from the knot of lookers-on, | 
exploding at his feet. The smoke of 
the first explosion was still hanging | 
about, and when the second bomb, 
struck the pavement a dense cloud en- | 
veloped the carriage. There was a} 
howl of pain and anguish from the, 
Cossacks, some of whom were killed | 
and more wounded by the flying 
splinters, and three or four of the 
lookers-on fell aleo. As the smoke 
lifted the Czar was seen lying on his 
back beside the wreck of the carriage, 
his legs torn and shattered and blovod 
pouring from ghastly wounds in his 
thighs. His cloak and wearing ap- 

rel were literally torn from his back. 
_ He was deathly pale, and his cries to 
the officers of the household for help 
were scarcely audible. Colonel D*or!- 
sky, of his suite, who was badly in- 
jured by the second explosion, raised 
‘the Emperor’ from the ground, and 
with the aid of the Cossack officers, 
lifted him into the sicigh and con- 
veyed him to the Winter Palace. All 


~ this did not occupy three minutes. 
It is stated that the bombs were made 
of thick glass, filled with nitro-giycer- | 
ine. The assassins stood on opposite | 
sides of the road. The carriage was. 
moving fast, and the first shell struck | 
the ground behind it and the back of 
the carriage was blown out. The 
coachman implored the Czar to enter 
the carriage to see to the wounded of 
his escort. The assassin who threw 
the first bomb tried to point a revolver 
at the Czar, but the pistol was struck 
from his hand. 
‘THE ASSASSINS. 
Meanwhile the Cossacks and police 
upon the knot of people 
from which the two bombs were flung. 
Several persons pointed to a man in 
the rough sheepskin garb of a peasant 
and declared he had thrown the first 
shell. This was confirmed by the Cos- 
| sacks, who saw him hurling it. Colone!] 

The 
map struggled desperately, and as the 
now dismounted escort closed upon | 
him he drew a revolver as though in- 
tending to shoot the Grand Duke 
Michael, but his hand was struck down 
and in an instant he was thrown to 
the earth and securely pipioned. A 
large body of military and police had 
gathered by this time and an active 
search was made for the other assassin, 

Lonpon, March 14.—A dispatch 
from St. Petersburg states that the 
second assassin was captured yester- 
day afternoon. Both said they were 
« Teady to die at any moment. The first 
assassin inquired if the Czar was dead, 
and on the police refusing to answer 
the question gleefully exclaimed: 
“Ah, Iknow by that that we have 
succeeded. Lomg live the people!” 
The police refuse to give the names 
or any particulars relating to the pris- 
Oners, and the reports current on the 
streets are mere guess-work. That 
they were Nihilists. is, however, be- 
yond doubt. Both are young men, 
and apparently of good birth avd edu- 
cation,

THE RUSSIANS. — 


Government by force #s still neces- 
sary, and the millenium is indefinitely 
postponed. Whatever may be thought 
of Russian politics, the murder of her 
ruler justifies a pretty severe policy 
towsrds the Nihilists. The dead Czar 
was every inch a king, aod was a fit 
successor to Peter the Great. Le 
seems to have been much more pop- 
ular with the lower classes than with 
the nobility. He has been hounded 
to death by aristocratic assassins, 
many of whom could have had no 
grievance of their own and had very 
little regard for the rights of the poor. 
Certain it is, none of his assailants 
ever came from the serf or peasant 
class, but all of them were of good 


family and well educated. Many of 


the Nihilists are said to be foreigners 
and professional agitators. They cer- 
tainly are not patriots or they would 
endeavor to bring about real reforms 
instead of anarchy. Their programme 
is said to be to destroy the royal fam- 
ily and reduce all forms of govern- 
went, including religion and property 
rights, to nothingness. What substi- 
tute they propose they don't say, and 
their future plans are kept secret. 
What effect the murder of several suc- 
cessive Czars would have in’ a couotry 
where the people are at once so igno- 


rant and impetuous is a great study. 


Americans fre very much inclined to 
believe the tales of travelers about the 
cruel sufferings of prisoners in Siberia 
and the serfs at home, and say “Served 
him right.” As a people we are not 
prejudiced in favor of the divine right 
ef Kings to oppress their subjects, 
and any rebellion therefrom is ap- 
plauded. “ We can form no idea of 
Russian affairs by comparing them 
with ours. Their lsnguage is difhcult 
and but little known, and their gov- 
ernment is largely traditional. It .is 
doubtful if the people will be ready 
for even a limited monarchy without 
generations of education, perhaps of 
war, revolution and untold suffering. 


FIGHTING FOR FREEDOM. 


The people of the Orange Free 
States in South Africa manifest a dis- 
position to help the Buvers fight the 
British. The Orange Free States men 
are apprehensive that the British will 
ennex their territory. Fine word, 
this “annex,” for political robbery. 
This Boer war has some remarkable 
features. When the Transvaal was 
forcibly annexed under the Beacons- 
field administration the act was de- 
nounced by the men who compose 
the present Cabinet, and who are now 
Waging war against the Boers. The 
Boers took the first opportunity to 
present their grievances to the present 
ministry, hoping to be set free, but 
they were sadly disappointed. 

The wat which England has been 
prosecuting against the Boers is a dis- 
grace to civilization, and the sooner it 
is brought to a peaceful termination 
the better it will be for the honor of 
England. The armistice, at last ac- 
counté, had been prolonged, and it 
may be hoped that a peace will be ar- 
ranged on the basis of freedom for the 
Boers, They will have peace on nv 
ether basis. They are fighting for 
liberty, and the British have beep 
surprised to find what brave and in- 
tincible soldiers they are. It is rather 
strange to learn that the British gen- 
erals who have been fighting the Boers 
are Irishmen. While Irishmen in 
Ireland are crying out against Eng- 
land's oppression, Irishmen at the 
Cape are engaged ia cutting up Dutch- 

men who have an indisposition to 
wear the British yoke. 

We hope those Dutchmen will suc- 


prudently cut his name on the ice 
while skating in Paris the other day.

six months nor more than five years. 
Sec. 3. All Acts or parts of Acts in 
conflict with this Act are hereby re- 
pealed. 


Cuar. VIII.—An Act to provide pay- 
ment for services rendered by James 
Buckner in enrolling the militia in 
Humboldt county. 


[Approved January 28, 1881.] 
The people of the State of Nevada 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


Section 1. The sum of two hundred 
and fifty dollars is hereby appropriated 
out of any funds in the State Treasury, 
not otherwise specifically appropriated, 
for the payment of James Buckuer, for 
services rendered, as required by law, 
in enrolling the militia in Humboldt 
county for the years 1875, 1876, 1877, 
and 1878. The State Coutroller is 
hereby directed to draw his warrant on 
the State Treasurer in favor of James 
Buckner for said sum, and the said 
Treasurer is hereby directed to pay the 
same out of the funds herein appropri- 
ated.

Passed by the Tenth Session of the Leg- 
islature, 1881. 


Cuar. VI.—An Act to amend an Act en- 
titled ‘‘An Act fixing the salaries of 


eral counties in this State, and other 


March 11, 1879. 

[Approved January 28, 1881. ] 
The people of the State of Nevada, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


Section 1. Section One of said Act is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 
From ahd after the first Monday in Jap- 
uary, A. D. 1881, the following named 
officers of the several counties in this 
State shall receive the following annual 
salaries, to be paid in twelve equal pay- 
ments, on the second Monday of each 
month, which shall be in full for all ser- 
vices and all ex-officio services required 
of them. 
Sec. 2. Section Twenty of said Act is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 
Section Twenty. The several officers 
named in this Act shall, at the expira- 
tion ot every month, make out and file 
with said Treasurer a full and accurate 
statement, under oath, of all fees, per-

but “Gooyoue’'--What Indians Say 

About It. 

John Pierson, a Washoe Indian of 
prominence, was interrogated yester- 
| day concerning the fish which has re- 
‘cently been referred to frequently in 
‘these columns as the “cooyouie.” 


Pierson. was unable to throw any light 


| upon the spelling of the name, but he ‘quartz about 18 inches wide. The 


gave the Piute pronunciation of it as) 


| “goo-you-e,” with the accent on, the 


'Piute interpreter, subsequently en- 
dorsed that pronunciation. The 
GazetTTeE has therefore adopted the 
phonetic spelling last given, there be- 
ing no authority on Piute orthography. 
The supposition of an ingenious Com- 
stock editor that goo-you-6 means 
“cow fish,” or “buffalo fish,” proves te 
be a baseless hypothesis. The Indians 
say the word, as a whole, means a 
certain kind of fish, and the separate 
syllables of the word have no meaning 
when disassociated. The Washoe name 
for the gooyoue is ‘‘ah-wah-koo,” with 
the accent on the first syllable. The 
syllables of the word have no meaning 
except in combibatiog, 

The gooyoue is described by Mr. 
Pierson as a fish of about four pounds 
in weight, black in color; head smal! 
and pointed; gills rough; meat dark 
and good to eat, but strong; having 
more bone than meat, and bones 
hooked at the end. The govyoue has 
a mouth like a sucker, but is cousid- 
ered by the Indians to be a different 
fish. It has a good deal more bone 
than the fish known to them as the 
}sucker. ‘Back-wan-hoo” is the Was- 
hoe name tor sucker. Mr. Pierson 
says the govyoue is a Pyramid Lake 
fish, coming up the river as far as 
| Wadsworth in April. The Indians

Fish Commissioner Redding, of 
California, is no doubt right in pro- 
nouncing the gooyoue a sucker.

But it appears thst 
there are two species of suckers in the 
Truckee waters, aud it may be that 
the gooyoue is @ species unknown to 
science.

It now appears that the decision in 
the Bodie-Jupiter case does not at all 
affect the title of the Jupiter company 
to their mine. The facts are that the 


ter ground, and there cut a vein of 
Jupiter then brought the suit for tres- 


the plaintiff. The decision does not 
in any way impair the Jupiter com- 
pany’s title to the main lode in their 
ground. The Bodie company merely 
established their claim to the stringer 
of quartz above mentioned. The de- 


cision, however, had such a depressing |- 


effect on Jupiter stock, that it fell 
from 80 cents on Saturday to 10 cents 
yesterday. Referring to this, the Zn- 
terprise says: 

“The Jupiter has one of the oldest 
and mogt perfect titles in all bodie 
district, and no one should be so fool- 
ish as to sacritice his stock just be- 
cause that company failed to make 
its trespass suit stick. The worst 
thing about the whole business is that 
the verdict throws the cost upon the 
Jupiter folks, aud that will amount to 
a mere trifle distributed among the 
many stockholders. 

Mining men get a new wrinkle from 
this decision. Here is found a stringer 
of quartz before unknown to every 
one; it is found in the ground of an- 
other company, yet the finders take 
the angle of it and assert that it is 
their property because the dip shows 
that it crops out in their ground. In 
the Bodie-—Jupiter case unprejudiced 
persons, who took the dip of the feed- 
er, asserted that, even allowing 
the Bodie to follow it, it would 
go to the surface within the Jupiter 
lioes. Even though the Bodie folks 
shall be allowed to keep the feeder 
they are on, and follow it upward, it 
will in no way interfere with the main 
lode of the Jupiter.” 

The new suit which has _ becn 
brought to quiet title will raise the 
same points as were under considera- 


tion in the case just decided.
